Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section rnade in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Okuda (US 2002/0053838 A1 ). 

Regarding claim 1 , Okuda discloses a motor/generator M comprising a stator 
supported on the engine side wall and a rotor supported on the inner face of the 
peripheral wall of the crank pulley so as to face the outer periphery of the stator 
([0008]). The rotor comprises of a plurality of magnets attached to the inner surface of 
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the peripheral wall 33 of the crank pulley ([0030]). The peripheral wall 33 is formed 
integrally with the side wall 32, which extends radially from the boss 28 of the crank 
pulley 9. The crankshaft 8 projects out of the chain cover 26 and is fitted in a boss 28 
via a key 29 where bolt 30 and washer 31 prevents it from falling out. Cooling air comes 
in via inlet passage 46 and flows through annular space S and the stator coils. The 
peripheral wall 33 and side wall 32 appropriately cover the stator and allows for cooling 
fan blades 32a to form on the sidewall (Fig. 2 and 3). 

Regarding claim 2, Okuda discloses motor/generator M as in claim 1 above and 
further discloses the side wall 32 and the peripheral wall 33 being integrally fomied, 
having a central part fixed to the crankshaft 8 via sealing member 27 and bolt 30 and 
washer 31 . Fig. 2 shows a central portion of the motor/generator fomried with the shaft, 
bolt, and boss to which one end of the side wall 32 is connected, and the peripheral wall 
33 forms a ring portion around the central part, connected to the other end of the side 
wall 32. Fan blades 32a connect the central portion to the peripheral wall 33, which is 
cylindrical in shape and covers the stator.
